HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Process for making chrome green oxide. 
10 lbs. chromate of iron, 10 nitre ; well mixed 
together, and fired in glost oven in saggers; 
comes out a dry green fritt. Break up the 
frilt, and put it in a tub ; pour in it boiling 
water, and, when stood some time (say three or 
four hours) to clear, pour off the water into 
another tub. The water contains the chromate 
acid in combination with the alkali of the nitre. 
Add to the fritt a second and a third water, 
pouring it as before into the tub ; to the solu- 
tion in the tub add a solution of nitrate of 
quicksilver; a common red precipitate will 
immediately fall to the bottom, which is the 
chromate of mercury. Pour off the solution 
as soon as you can, and collect the precipitate, 
and dry it for use. Put it in a crucible, and 
pass it through the hardening kiln; the fire 
will sublimate the quicksilver, and leave the 
pure oxide of chrome. 

Repetition of figures in stenciling.' 
Plants have, at almost all periods, been the 
mainstay of the colorist in his designs. Even 
in the non-natural art of the Mohammedans, 
the forms are very often suggestive of floral 
growth. The laws of plant growth adapt 
themselves admirably to ornamental principles, 
repetition, symmetry and balance, and many 
others, being common to both, and abundantly 
seen in plants. There is a great variety of con- 
trasting forms produced by the simple means 
of alternation, which latter is, after all, but 
another form of repetition, that often forms 
in regular sequence, instead of one. By the 
regular introduction of a third or fourth, a 
greater variety is obtained. The Orientals give 
freedom and life to their designs by introducing 
this unit at irregular intervals, instead of 
adhering to a methodical and geometrical 
arrangement. .

The color suite of the diamond. This 
stone, which owes its surpassing brilliancy to 
its quality of diverting rays of light from their 
course to a far greater extent than any other 
gem, has a somewhat extensive color suite.' 
Brown and a pale brownish yellow are common 
colors; a pale pink champagne color, a fine 
canary yellow which has latterly greatly appre- 
ciated, a very plain aquarine or bluish-green 
color, are the most general hues. There have 
been found also diamonds of fine green, apri- 
cot and hyacinth-red colors ; also of the colors 
of the Brazilian topaz, the blood-red garnet, 
green tourmaline and lilac. 

Naples yellow. This opaque and perma- 
nent color, of which the lightest hues are the 
best, should not be worked with a steel palette 
knife, or mingled with ochres, prussian blue, 
or other colors of which iron is the base, as 
these darken it. Colors blended from lead or 
antimony suit it. 

Green grold. The green gold of jewelers, 
so much used for leaves, is obtained by blend- 
ing twenty-two parts of gold with two and a 
half parts of silver. 

A fanciful device for an umbrella-stand 
is a huge boot in metal ; another is a breast- 
plate concealing the reception cavity. 

Window benches, made with plain seats 
and tufted backs, appear to suit the public 
taste.

Mantel clocks. Considerable ingenuity is 
being diplayed In the cases of mantel clocks. 
One is in the form of a boiler, with a miniature 
steam governor revolving above : a clock with 
steel-colored disk is set in a burnished shield, 
with lance across back ; a third shows in front 
of a knight's corselet, capped with helmet 
with visor down. One case is environed and 
surmounted with birds on leaved twigs in oxi- 
dized silver. 

Curious center-pieces. Among the wealthy 
in the middle ages, the customary water jug, 
placed in the center of the table, was super- 
seded by plate, frequently in the form of a 
ship, of a winged dragon on the top of a tree, 
or of a castle supported by figures, each with a 
stand, also of silver, the top enameled green, 
and the sides showing enameled subjects. These 
pieces were supplied with taps and goblets. 

In the constructive arrangement of 
relief and chased work, mere tangles of leaves, 
branches, flowers and scroll work are not to be 
admired. The way to escape such floridity and 
exaggeration is by a geometric development of 
some feature of the form of the principal 
figure or figures in the other parts, with a cer- 
tain amount of simplicity as opposed to bewil- 
dering labyrinthine windings. 

Jewelry. A larger number of precious 
stones are used in setting. Chains are lighter. 
Every description of fanciful style may be 6aid 
to be in fashion. Enameling In small star-like 
forms is resorted to in gold and silver scent 
bottles, pendants and boudoir articles. Im- 
ported garnet sets continue in request. 

A pretty, healthful and economical fin- 
ish for ceilings and walls is made of pulverized 
soapstone. It can be readily washed, takes a 
high polish, is pearl-gray in tint, presents the 
best possible surface for painting, either in oil 
or water color, and will neither crack nor 
chip. 

Mexican onyx. The full merits of Mexi- 
can onyx are being very fully appreciated in 
its application to brass articles of furniture, in 
supplying tops and panels. The luster of this 
stone is in part due to minute internal fissures, 
which impart to its clouded hues a pellucid 
depth.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Parlor suits. Whatever the fashion in 
furniture, inquiries continue to be made for 
group 6ets, in which not one article is alike, 
and which are accordingly only adapted to 
small rooms; accordingly, tbey are still kept 
on hand by leading dealers. The old 6tyle 6uit 
has had its 6even pieces from time immemorial, 
but there is an allowable addition of a second 
settle. The group sets are in six pieces. 

Carvers' polish. In a pint of spirits of 
wine, dissolve two ounces of seed-lac and two 
ounces of white resin. The principal use of this 
polish is for the carved parts of cabinet work, 
such as standards, pillars, claws, etc. It should 
be laid on warm, and if the work can also be 
warmed at the time, it will be sti'l better. All 
moisture and dampness should be carefully 
excluded. 

The tile facing of a marble mantel, show- 
ing a continuous plant and floral design, in 
delicate hues, on a white ground, presents the 
novelty of birds in brilliant plumage, and 
bright, gaudy insects rendered in relief by 
quartz grains, in metallic colors, producing a 
picturesque effect. The importation is from 
Germany. 

Old artistic terra-cotta. Seville, the 
capital of Andalusia, boasts as largely of its 
terra-cotta 6tatues as any Italian city does of 
its saints. All descriptions of these statues, 
representing saints, unite in praising their close 
approximation to the chisel in sharpness and 
precision. There are no means of tracing the 
artists. 

Ivory is becoming more and more rare. 
An ancient warehouse has been excavated in 
Rome which wa6 found stored with elephants' 
tusks, the value of which would have been 
very great but for the decay that had set in in 
the course of centuries. 

A novel hall hat-rack, of simple hard- 
wood frame, is provided with protruding and 
erect ovals of nickel-plated wire, as a lodg- 
ment for silk hats ; an inclined half-moon wire 
device affords equal security to felt hats. 

Ancient ornamental tiles. Whilst we 
produce in tiles every variety of tint at will, 
the ancients used only two tints, red and white, 
employing brick clay, with a transparent glaze 
from powdered brick ore.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Ancient bronzes. Brass was first ham- 
mered out by the Greeks into such articles as 
lamps; next they beat plates of the metal on 
models, and also cast in molds, finishing with 
graving tools. A ho6t of noble works in bronze 
were made by Greek artists in the time of the 
Romans, and were melted and coined into 
money for their wars. The productions in- 
cluded 6tatues, statuettes, animal forms, lamps, 
tripods, armlets, boxes, cornices, etc. One of 
the choicest tripods found at Pompeii has 
goat6' legs, connected by wreaths of flowers, 
and head of a female in each wreath; also 
bandies of heads and necks of swans. The 
inside of the pattern has for a center the head 
of a Medusa, with leaves and other objects, 
beautifully executed. 

Ancient art caricatures. A good deal 
of pedantry has been employed to explain the 
decorative caricatures of ancient art, much of 
the significance of which is lost. A laughable 
scene on an Etruscan vase represents a lover 
climbing to his mistress' casement. The capi- 
tal travesty of iEneus and Anchises as mon- 
keys is said to satirize the imitative style of 
Virgil. A well-known and amusing scene in a 
painter's studio is an evident allusion to the 
decadence of art. What a vast transition from 
the comparatively graceful character of ancient 
art to the grossness in this department shown 
in the middle ages in western Europe.
